The Am ericans explained that in 
attem pting to draft a treaty they 
had adhered constantly to the prin­ 
ciples laid down as a basis when 
th e negotiations began. .They had 
m et the Turks half way on details 
but the Ottoman delegates seemed 
to follow a policy of granting noth­ 
ing. 
Claims advanced by American 
citizens against the T urks which the 
* U nited States wishes to settle by 
arbitration and recognition by the 
T u rks of the A m erican Nationaliza­ 
tion laws continue to be points of 
discord. 
Mr. Grew and Ism et Pasha how­ 
ever, agreed upon one thing during 
th eir conference.

Ism et has recognized th at separ­

OCEAN A N D LAKE RATES. 
An impressive argument in favor of the 
Great Lakes-St. 
Lawrence 
seaway is ad­ 
vanced by the Great Lakes-St. Lawrence 
Tidewater association, says the Kansas City 
Journal. 
It points out that grain rates on 
the Great Lakes have been higher this sea­ 
son than during the preceding two years. 
If the seaway was in existence it would 
bring the ocean vessels into the lakes, mak­ 
ing lake ports virtually ocean ports and 
bringing the Atlantic 
considerably more 
than 1,000 miles nearer the shipper. 
The ocean grain rate of 4 cents per 
bushel for 3,000 miles provide competition 
for lake vessels that would result in radical 
reductions on traffic not destined for ex- j 
port— and, of course, on export cargoessas 
well. 
From the opening of navigation up to! 
the present time charters from the head of 
the lakes to Buffalo have been made at 5 
to 6 cents. 
The prevailing rate in two pre­ 
ceding years was 2 cents or less. 
The 2-cent rate is considered below nor­ 
mal. 
It is profitable only for the largest 
carriers. A 6-cent rate, on the other hand, 
if maintained for any length of time, is 
enormously profitable. 
Ocean rates are around 4 cents a bushel. 
The latest quotations from New York and 
Baltimore to British ports are 3 5-8 to 5 1-8 
cents a bushel. 
From Montreal the rates are 5 1-4 to 
5 7-8. 
Incidentally the rate from the Gulf 
ports to Great Britain— 1,500 miles further 
— is 4 3-8 to 5-7-8. 
The grain rate from Buffalo to Montreal 
is quoted at 7 1-2 cents. 
From the head of the lakes to Lake Erie*, 
1,000 miles, the rate is 5 or 6 cents; from 
Lake Erie to Montreal by water, 350 miles, 
7 to 7-1-2 cents; from Atlantic ports to 
British ports, 3,000 miles, 4 to 5 cents. 
Under existing conditions the extension 
of the lake voyage to Montreal instead of 
the transfer to the small uneconomical St. 
Lawrence carrier would be worth about 5 
cents a bushel to the shipper. 
Under existing conditions the ocean ves­ 
sel, which will carry grain 3,000 miles for 
4 cents a bushel, would, if it came into the 
lakes, have to meet a rate of 5 cents a 
bushel for 1,000 miles. 
Under such circumstances, would ocean­ 
going vessels come up the lakes? 
They 
certainly would. 


BROADCASTING MUSIC. t 


From the Springfield (M ass.) Republican. 
Does the broadcasting of music hurt at­ 
tendance at concerts? 
The assumption has 
frequently been made that it does, and in 
consequence there has been a lively con­ 
troversy as to whether musicians should 
permit their performances to be sent by 
radio. 
But Musical America, which has 
been making a country-wide investigation 
of the matter, is unable to find evidence of 
such a harmful effect. 
The general bal­ 
ance of opinion in different parts of the 
country, indeed, is that the radio is exert­ 
ing a beneficial influence upon the concert 
business; that it is stimulating interest in 
music and tending to enlarge rather than 
decrease the future army of concert goers. 
The system has developed so rap­ 
idly, and has consumed music in such enor­ 
mous quantities, that it has been practically 
impossible for most stations, as their man­ 
agers freely admit, to keep up to a very uni­ 
form high standard; at times in order to 
make out a program they have had to take 
what they could 
get. 
But 
undoubtedly 
there will be a steady improvement, and it 
is hopeful that at so many stations appre­ 
ciation is shown of the importance of giv­ 
ing good music performed in a way to com­ 
mand respect. 
Such performances are cal­ 
culated to make many people desire to see 
and hear at close range the musicians who 
have been giving 
them 
pleasure, and it 
seems not impossible 
that one 
result of 
radio may be to increase the demand for 
intimate concerts on not too large a scale. 
Music in the last century, and even in the 
last half century, has been much affected, 
and not wholly for the better, by the fash­ 
ion of porforming to vast audiences in large 
halls, conditions 
calling 
for loud voices, 
strident instruments and some sacrifice of 
their beauties of tone and style. 
Such a 
development 
was 
essentially a primitive 
kind of broadcasting by sheer sonority.
